The barking of the girl finally reached such a stage that other patients 


were disturbed, and she was returned to the Children's Hospital She is now 
in a comatose condition, and death is expected. 


The doctors attribute the disease to the great nervous shock resulting 


from the attack of the dog.

Professor Loeb, describing his latest 


achievement, said today. 


"According to the method described 


in my two previous notes, (1) the unr 
fertilized 
eggs

(Strongylocentrotus purpuratus) were 
first submitted 
for 
two- hours 
to 


hypertonic sea-water- 
(100 c.o. sea- 


water plus 15 e.c. 3% NaCl solution), 
(2) and were then treated, -with acetic 
or formic'acid "in order to produce 9 
membrane. Since in. the process of 
fertilization by sperm the "membrane la 
formed immediately after the sperma- 
tozoon enters, it seemed to me that in 
the case of a complete imitation of the 
fertilizing effects of the spermatozoon 
by chemical means, the membrane 
formation should also constitute the 
first in the series of events. 
I had, 


however, met with, the difficulty that 
whpn the membrane formation is caus- 
ed first, and the eggs-- are submitted 
for two hours to the hypertonic sea- 
water afterward, they will not as a 
rule develop into larvae. I have since 
found that this difficulty can be over- 
come, and that the last postulate of a 
complete imitation of the process of

Labor conditions .ot the present and 


future was th« theme of an address 
given at California Hall last evening 
by Eev. Charles T. Walkley, rector of 
St. "Paul's Eiscbpal ;chnrch of this city. 
The 'lecture was 
given 
under 
the 


auspices 'of the District Council of 
Carpenters and was attended by many 
local union leaders. The speaker said 
m part: 


"The purpose of the labor union at 


today is; a greater . , one than that of 
mere self T-preservation".,,. It should .aid 
in the education of its individual mem- 
bers, to the end that they may render 
the best .possible service, to themselves 
as well as to their employers. Labor 
organisations should encourage good 
work. In order that to be known as a 
member of the union Is to be known as 
a skilled and competent workman. 


"There are man forms of oppression 


which must be met 
by the laboring 


man of the present day, among them 
being- oppression of wealth, tie oppres- 
sion of color, and the oppression of the 
wrong sort of labor union. 


"A serious form of union' oppression 


is .the present, apprentice laws- of many 
lajjspr unions. So rigid are these laws 
in some Organizations that If a b'oy 
wishes to learn a particular trade he 
must of necessity enter either a non- 
union pr an open shop.- . The evils of 
this system" are -obvious, for it operates 
against the American jioy who wishes 
.to learn .a -trade in.,favpr of the- skilled 
mechanic of foreign birth.

Southern Pacific Making Tests of 


Lignite As a Fuel 


Producers. 


TTEST OAKLASTD YARDS, May 22.— 
Experiments aro being conducted at the 
West Oakland yards that may result in n. 
new and enormous industry in California, 
The experiments are with a quantity of 
lignite that has been brought from "Wyom- 
ing for the purpose, and if they are suc- 
cessful it TV 111 make the vast lignite, or 
brown coal, fields of lone and other por- 
tions of the State of great value as fuel- 
producers. 


Lignite is a mineral coal retaining the 


texture of the wood from which it is 
formed and burning with an empyreu- 
caatic odor. It is of more recent origin 
than the anthracite and bituminous coal 
of the-'proper coal scries, and is often 
railed brown coal and wood coal, 
The purnose of the experiments, which 
ire being made by chemists of the Union 
Pacific, Is to produce a coks from the llg- 
Dlto, and a largo retort has been buUt at 
the yards near tho gas works. There la 
ao carbon in lignite and it is to find a 
rabstituto for carbon that the experi- 
ments ara beinc made.

Listen to Poem and Eloquent 


Addresses. 


BERKELEY, May 22—The exer- 


cises in memory of the poet Schiller, 
that were to have taken place at the 
Greek theater two weeks ago, under 
the auspices of the German American 
societies of Alameda county, but had 
to be postponed because of unfavorable 
weather, were held yesterday. The 
great amphitheater contained a throng 
of 
deeply 
interested citizens, 
who 


heard eulogies of the German poet, lis- 
tened to a, splendid poem by Professor 
Charles Mills Gayley, dealing -with the 


" poefs work, and witnessed the unveil- 


ing of a beautiful bust of the man 
whom all had gathered to revere 


The day was perfect, and the exer- 


« eises were calculated to stir all in 


whose Hearts was the appreciation of 
a multitude doing homage to a. master 
mind, long since stilled by death. 


Distinguished 
men occupied seats 


upon the stage Professor Albln Putz- 
ker, Albert Currlln, president of the 
federated German societies, and many 
others, were seated in the forefront of 
the group on the stage. The principal 
address of the afternoon was delivered 
by Professor Albin Putzker, who spoke 
in part as follows 


"This celebration is meant for a. man 


whose personal life was In purest har- 
mony with his poetic alms He taught 
what he lived and he lived what he 
taught, consequently his writings were 
free from the Impure and unquestion- 
able 


"It may be said that secular history 


never before has recorded such a cele- 
bration 
so universal, a, celebration 


borne on by such peculiar love and de- 
\otlon. This seems a unique occasion 
In Germany in a. number of cities mon- 
uments to the poet have been erected 
Living memorials are planned every- 
where, endowments in his honor are 
being established, many pageants and 
representations of his dramas have 
been given At the sepulcher of Schil- 
ler at Weimar the whole student body 
of Germany has paid homage to his 
memory 
In Switzerland every child 


received, on May 9, a copy of "William 
Tell.' On this western coast we cele- 


' brate the anniversary, and join with 


others who would pay tribute to the 
poet. 


"In Schiller there lived an incom- 


prehensible, indestructible craving for 
the ideal, that is to say, for the great- 
est good in behalf of tne weal of hu- 
manity 
In this respect he may be 


called superhuman and in this respect 
our generation can hardly understand 
him. 


"Deepest -wisdom is found in all his 


works, and he has enriched more than 
any one else our German proverbial 
sayings Men like Schiller are as the 
religious prophets, unifiers o£ human-

clothes,- shirts, collars, cuffs,, etc., ser- 
vants wages, cleaning windows, steps, 
sidewalks, all ordinary repairs to, ad-

table ware, 
utensils, .. kitchen 


cloths, dusters, brooms and the like, 
but not firewood nor renewals nor ad- 
ditions to bedding nor ordinary tow- 
els. The food is to be as heretofore, 
the best of everything and in proper 
variety and quality as heretofore. 
"James is to -pay his car fare and 


lunch down town. When we are away 
from home a proper modification of 
this allowance is to be made. 


"The house account in the book Is 
to be kept up regularly and all tags,

"If Minna wishes to dispense with 


the servant she will be at liberty to do

SHE USED BROWN BREAD. 


"I remember once when on reaching 


home, after one of these Mills Club 
gatherings I remaiked to my wife 
about the quantity of brown 
bread 


sanawiches they had consumed: My 
wife "has sin^e distorted that innocent 
remark into a complaint against 
her 


eating enough. The fact is I feared 
her digestion rriight suffer'from 
so 


much of this "brown bread and I feared, 
too, that -some of her :guests, finding 
no 
white 
bread sandwiches, might 


think us lacking in hospitality. In one 
week alone I suffered five evenings 
because of her devotion to this Mills 
Club. Five evenings out of seven my 
dinner was either late, or my wife was 
not home, or 11— d no dinner at all, just 
on account of her club duties. Mean- 
while, I was paying for her extrava- 
gances and being treated -with shame- 
ful neglect by my wife." 


According to McGauley the agree- 


ment which he gave his wife was not 
a thing he tossed off at 'odd moments:

On the other, hand she had to 
pay for a servant out of .her half because 
Mr. McGauley felt that' If he did his 
work down town he should not be com- 
pelled to allow his wife a life of idleness 
at home, and her share would" be the' 
housework. 
By the records of household expenses 
It was found that seldom was more than 
$30 spent on the articles named in the 
agreement, so 550 gave Mrs. McGaurey 
about J20 a month for her personal use. 
These housekeeping- books have been pre- 
served and are-now placed in escrow-in 
the possession of Attorney Warren Olney, 
to be put In evidence at the trial of the

As Mrs. McGauley was anxious to have 
more money for ber personal use she 
seldom had a servant, but .instead of 
performing the duties of the house her- 
seil they were generally left undone, Mc- 
Gauley says, and this was the reason 
that he made such explicit demands 
about the cleaning of the house at speci- 
fied times and inserted the clause "James 
is not to be made to suffer in any way as 
the result of this economy." -He says 
the house was in a dirty, untidy state all 
of the time except when his wife was 
expecting guests, and then she would 
have everything in perfect order., It was 
very trying to have his bed unmade 
from day to day, and when he complain- 
ed of this she would simply draw the 
bedclothes up in a hurried way without 
ailing thein. 


MINNA'S WARDROBE. 


The allowance which "Minna" was' to 
receive on May 1 and November 1 was 
for the.purpose of providing her with her 
spring and winter; wardrobe. In her com- 
plaint Mrs. McGauley says that her hus- 
band compelled her to, eat beans, salads, 
nuts and other articles of a vegetarian
